Dear Col. Kirkman: 

A controlling purpose of the State Road Department 
is to provide state highways which are safe, efficient and 
economical. However, we are also spending thousands of 
dollars each year to make the highways more attractive 
by flattening the slopes and landscaping ample widths 
of the right of way on either side. 

A good part of the effect of our efforts toward road¬ 
side beautification is lost by the rather prevalent public 
praptice of throwing paper and other trash on the road, 
and dumping garbage, refuse or other debris along the 
right of way. The most cluttered highway sections appear 
to be those traversing suburban areas which are thickly 
settled but for which no municipal garbage collection 
service is provided. 

I would like to enlist the cooperation of your Highway 
Patrol Division in curtailing this despoilment of the 
beauty of our highways. Paragraph 861.10 (Florida Stat¬ 
utes 1941) makes the act of placing or dumping trash on 
the highway or right of way a misdemeanor punishable by 
a fine up to $100 or imprisonment up to 30 days. 

I know, of course, that your Department cannot by it¬ 
self put an end to this practice. Public support of the 
program to keep our highways clean must be enlisted. 
However, I think it will have a wholesome effect if it 
becomes known that this provision of the Statutes will be 
strictly enforced. 

Your reaction to this proposal, and any suggestions for 
improving these conditions, will be greatly appreciated.

RETIREMENTS PROMOTED 



L. K. CANNON 

Assistant State Highway Engineer 


The retirement on February 29th 
of Linden Kinder Cannon, Assistant 
State Highway Engineer, marks the 
end of an epoch in our Florida Road 
Department history. 

He was the oldest Road Depart¬ 
ment employee in point of continuous 
service, having joined the Depart¬ 
ment as Assistant Engineer on Feb¬ 
ruary 19, 1918, which gave him a 
service record of 30 years and 11 
days. 

A record of Mr. Cannon’s service 
would entail a history of the Depart¬ 
ment itself. Although the Department 
was three years old when he began 
his employment it had served in only 
an advisory capacity the first two 
years and, because of the First World 
War, had accomplished little in the 
way of road improvement the third 
year. 

He played an important role in 
one of the nation’s most significant 
economic developments—the expan¬ 
sion of highway travel. He contribu¬ 
ted to the growth of the State main¬ 
tained road system from a mere 
dream to the present realization of 
approximately 9,000 miles of paved 
roads and bridges which connect all 
communities of the State. He has seen 
motor vehicle registration increase 
from less than 50,000 cars to more

E. S. FRASER 
Bridge Engineer 


On March 31st the Department lost 
the services, by retirement, of Edwin 
S. Fraser, its highly regarded Bridge 
Engineer since 1935. 

Mr. Fraser is a native Canadian, 
having come to Florida in 1926. He 
became connected with the State 
Road Department in 1927 and his 
duties for the entire 21 years since 
then have been concerned with sup¬ 
plying better bridges and structures 
for the State Road System. 

Mr. Fraser has had a distinguished 
engineering career. Its record, even 
couched in prosaic terms, connotes 
adventure as well as satisfactory 
achievements. 

Born in 1871 in Nova Scotia, he 
was educated in New Glasgow, N. S., 
public schools and Pictou Academy, 
graduating from the latter in 1890 
with special credits in mathematics 
and chemistry. His first engineering 
work was as draftsman and assist¬ 
ant to the New Glasgow Town En¬ 
gineer, from 1891 to 1893, to which 
place he returned in 1913 to serve 
for 12 years as Town Engineer. 

In between these posts at New Glas¬ 
gow Mr. Fraser had wide experience 
in contributing to the railroad and 
utility expansion in Canada and the 
United States. His positions included : 

1893 to 1898—Levelman to Resi-

WILLIAM E. DEAN 
Bridge Engineer 


Having served as Assistant Bridge 
Engineer since January, 1940, Mr. 
Dean is eminently qualified to as¬ 
sure the continued smooth function¬ 
ing of the Bridge section. 

Mr. Dean’s appointment as Assist¬ 
ant Bridge Engineer in 1940 reward¬ 
ed 7% years of specialized bridge 
engineering experience in various po¬ 
sitions. From June, 1932 to June, 
1934 he served as instrumentman and 
inspector on bridges over Shoal River, 
Santa Rosa Sound, and Garnier’s’and 
Five Mile Bayous. For two years 
thereafter he was assistant project 
engineer, and project engineer on the 
Apalachicola Bridge and SAL over¬ 
pass at Dunellon. 

As general field engineer for the 
Bridge section between July, 1936 
and January, 1940 the new Bridge 
Engineer gained additional valuable 
experience, serving the last year and 
a half on foundations for Main Street 
Bridge in Jacksonville. 

Mr. Dean was born November 5, 
1909 in Monticello, where he com¬ 
pleted his public schooling in 1925. 
After spending the years 1926 and 
1927 as rodman on survey parties 
for the ACL, Jefferson County and 
the State Road Department, he stud¬ 
ied Engineering at the University of 
Florida, graduating with a B. S. de-

Another important link in State Road 25 has been com¬ 
pleted. 

State Road 25 begins at SR 5 in Miami, swings inland 
around Lake Okeechobee, northerly through the Ridge 
Section and on up the center of the State to the Georgia 
State Line at a point in Hamilton County. The road is 
on a Federal Aid Route (No. 19) and, when improved 
in its entire length, should make a significant contribution 
to the development of inland Florida. 

The section completed in October, 1947 stretches 1^/2 
miles between Lake Placid and Sebring in Highlands 
County, and was constructed with the participation of 
the Public Roads Administration. 


Except for a section approximating two miles, this new 
modern highway has been constructed on an entirely new 
alignment. It has eliminated an old, obsolete, inadequate 
road with many sharp, fast breaking curves, a high 
warped crown and two grade crossings of the Atlantic 
Coast Line Railroad. 

When riding the old road it was quite evident that 
economy of construction, rather than sound engineering 
design, was foremost in the minds of its builders. Consid¬ 
eration of sight distance, both vertical and horizontal, 
was apparently disregarded which resulted in extremely 
poor alignment and a grade unsuited for present day 
speeds. The old grade followed the contours of the sand 
hills, prevalent in this locality, and it was virtually im¬ 
possible to remain on the rear seat of a motor vehicle

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travelling at a normal rate of speed. It was justly named 
‘ ‘The Roller Coaster Road.” 

The State Road Department, in collaboration with the 
Federal Public Roads Administration, made extensive 
preliminary surveys and investigations covering all 
phases of the design and construction for a new high¬ 
way. From the accumulated data, it was decided to con¬ 
struct a new highway having a typical section covering 
a 22 ft. lime rock base, 8 in. thick, 9 ft. shoulders and a 
plant mixed bituminous retread wearing surface; maxi¬ 
mum curvature to be 3 degrees and no grade to be greater 
than 5% with a minimum sight distance of 500 ft. 

To the unitiated, a 500 ft. sight distance means that 
a driver going over a hill must be able to see an object 
four inches high at a distance 500 feet away. 

In addition to the actual roadway, it was necessary to 
construct an underpass at the Atlantic Coast Line Rail¬ 
road near Lake Placid and a 200 ft. concrete slab bridge 
over Josephine Creek. 

GRADING AND STABILIZATION 

On July 3, 1946, the actual construction of the project 
began. Difficulties were immediately encountered. The 
native sand had such a low bearing value, averaging only 
8 to 10 pounds per square inch, that it would not even 
support the modern automotive construction equipment 
as customarily used. This obstacle was overcome by em¬ 
ploying tractor-drawn Caterpillar DW-10 wagons for a 
majority of the hauling. 

The critical weakness of the sand in bearing value and 
shear strength made the problem of securing a subgrade 
with the minimum bearing value of 40 pounds per square 
inch difficult. After numerous soil analyses, and con¬ 
struction of four experimental stabilization sections, it 
was found that local sand-clay deposits, when blended 
with the on-site sand at a ratio of 4^ to 7%, produced 
a subgrade with the required bearing value. 

Conventional watering methods were found to be in¬ 
adequate in the grading and stabilization operations. As 
a result, it was found necessary to originate a method 
of saturation applicable to existing conditions. The con¬ 
tractor resorted to the use of 4 in. perforated grove irri¬ 
gation pipe and this was found to be satisfactory for the 
purpose. Approximately 4,000 ft. were used. 

LIME ROCK BASE 

As soon as the stabilizing and compaction of the grade 
was complete, steel forms were erected for the lime rock 
base laying operation. A self-propelled mechanical sub- 
grader rode on the forms. This machine is efficiency 
personified for it cuts at a very rapid rate of speed an 
unusually accurate and uniform subgrade. A series of 
cutters on an endless chain excavate the excess material 
which is deposited outside the forms by means of a con¬ 
tinuous conveyor. 

From a siding at Lake Placid, lime rock was hauled a 
distance of 7^/2 miles to the south side of Josephine Creek. 
From Josephine Creek to the north end of the project, 
the balance of the rock was unloaded at a siding midway 
between these two points. 

All lime rock was hauled in Caterpillar DW-10 wagons 
with a capacity of 15 cubic yards each. These wagons 
were of the center dump type and the rock was hauled 
over and deposited on the semi-compacted base. A bull¬ 
dozer was used to spread the base on the previously pre¬ 


pared subgrade and the initial compaction was secured 
by the use of a tandem roller. 

As soon as the base was finished and properly cured 
it was given a prime coat of RT-2 Tar Prime, applied 
with a pressure distributor at a rate of .12 of a gallon 
per square yard. 

SURFACE COURSE 

The surface course ,of this project is a bituminous re¬ 
tread 1^4 in. minimum thickness with a drag seal. Prior 
to placing this surface, a paint coat was applied con¬ 
sisting of RC-3, cut-back asphalt applied at the rate of 
.04 gallon per square yard. 

A Barber-Greene mixing plant was used for the sur¬ 
face course. This plant is of the continuous operation type, 
with elevator for the aggregate bin, double drum drier 
and operated electrically from a portable generator. It 
was exceedingly efficient, having a capacity of 100 tons 
per hour. The job mix formula consisted of .45 gallon 
of RC-5 cut-back asphalt per cubic foot of Grade No. 13 
Brooksville stone. 

Two Barber-Greene finishing machines applied this 
surface to the base. Due to the efficiency of the plant, 
finishing machines and personnel, unusually good time 
was made during this operation; maintaining an average 
of one mile per day of 22 ft. surface. 

A mineral seal was applied over this surface using 
Grade No. 18 Brooksville stone at .07 cubic foot per 
square yard with .18 gallon RC-1S cut-back asphalt. The 
aggregate was distributed by the spreader box method, 
asphalt applied with a pressure distributor and mixed 
with a drag seal broom. It was then rolled with a traffic 
roller, equipped with pneumatic tires. 

This surface course was constructed by the MacAsphalt 
Corporation of Lakeland, Florida with Bill Sullivan as 
superintendent. A majority of the credit for the unusually 
fine riding qualities goes to Frank Britt, Finish Inspector 
for the State Road Department. His untiring efforts in 
constant inspection of the base and surface course have 
resulted in an outstanding job. 

MUCK BLANKET 

Because there was not enough organic material in the 
soil to produce a suitable stand of grass, a blanket of 
muck had to be placed over the shoulders, ditch and 
backslope. Excavated from nearby deposits and hauled to 
the job by the DW-10 Caterpillar wagons, the muck was 
spread with bulldozer and blades, and mechanically mixed 
in the soil with a Pulvimixer. To get the thickness of 4 
inches desired, 0.2 cubic yard of muck had to be spread 
on each square yard of surface, requiring approximately 
135,000 cubic yards for the job. 

After the muck blanket was completed, sprigs of Ber¬ 
muda grass were planted and fertilized. The growth of 
the grass was very rapid and an unusually prolific stand 
was produced. 

One of the most interesting highlights of the project 
was noted under this operation. It was found that after 
heavy rains the areas where the muck blanket had been 
completed were comparatively free from washouts and 
erosion whereas untreated areas were badly eroded. The 
dense mass of earth, made possible by the thorough mix¬ 
ing and compacting of the muck and sand, contributes 
considerable stability to the shoulders and slopes. 
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The underpass, constructed under the Atlantic Coast 
Line Railroad, near Lake Placid, replaces a hazardous 
outmoded timber overpass structure in very poor condi¬ 
tion. It was extremely dangerous, having been built be¬ 
tween two 90 degree angle turns with poor visibility on 
each end. 

The new structure is a 39 ft. plate girder span resting 
on concrete piers with a minimum 14 ft. vertical clear¬ 
ance and approximately 2,000 ft. sight distance. The left 
abutment is designed for use as a center pier in the event 
that future traffic demands require an additional pave¬ 
ment lane. 

To prevent erosion in the locality of the underpass cut, 
sod was secured from an abandoned air base and placed 
on the slopes from the edge of pavement to the limits of 
construction. Approximately 3*/2 acres were set during 
this operation with highly satisfactory results. 
JOSEPHINE CREEK BRIDGE 

Over Josephine Creek, a 200 ft. concrete slab bridge 
was constructed. Thirteen 15 ft. concrete spans were 
built on 14—5 pile bents. Precast concrete piles 14 in. 
by 14 in. were used. The bridge is designed for H-20 
loading and was of fresh water construction. Slopes at 
both ends of the bridge are protected by sand cement rip¬ 
rap. 

DETOUR 

At the south end of the project where the old and new 
routes coincide for approximately 2 miles a detour was 
constructed to accommodate traffic during construction. 
The detour consisted of an 18 foot lime rock base four 
inches thick with a sand seal surface. 

This detour was removed after the construction of the 
new road and the rock salvaged and used for turnouts 
and stabilizing purposes. This detour made possible an 
uninterrupted flow of traffic outside the construction 
limits, thereby permitting the contractor to proceed with 
practically all phases of construction without interfer¬ 
ence.

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West Florida Floods Damage Roads

Old man weather, who has played the role of a fifth 
columnist in the postwar highway development program 
for the last 18 months, got in another good solid blow 
during the first half of April, 

Torrential rains in the North Florida-South Georgia 
areas drained by the Apalachicola (Flint and Chatta¬ 
hoochee), Ochlockonee, Suwannee, Alapaha and With- 
lacoochee rivers in this period created serious flood con¬ 
ditions. 

Highways and railroads were inundated, isolating the 
section centered by Tallahassee. Buses from east and 
south Florida had to detour through Valdosta and Ha- 
hira, Georgia. 

Flood crests were reached generally in the west and 
north areas first, arriving in the upper regions of the 
state and points west on April 2 and 3, whereas the high 
peak at Oldtown (U. S. 19 across the Suwannee River) 
did not occur until April 15. 

At Ellaville on the Suwannee River at the crossing 
of U. S. Highway 90 (State Road 10) the high water mark 
was 3 y 2 feet in excess of the previous high record estab¬ 
lished in 1928. The same conditions prevailed at high¬ 
ways crossing the Suwannee at Luravillle (Fla. 51), 
Branford (U. S. 129), and Oldtown (U. S. 19). 

Old ponding areas rose to new heights and new pond¬ 
ing areas were created in low spots, not heretofore known 
to hold water. An example of newly created ponds is evi¬ 
dent on Road 51 about 2 miles north of Luraville in 
Suwannee County where there are several feet of water 
over the road for a distance of several thousand feet.

These new ponds create a problem which the Department 
has not faced before and which will be expensive to solve 
because of the extensive ditching required for drainage 
or the alternate of considerable fill material to raise the 
grade. 

The full extent of damage to state and local roads and 
city streets is as yet incalculable, but known to be ex¬ 
tremely high. Jackson County sent an urgent plea for 
federal health and highway aid to prevent stream, lake 
and well pollution, and restore roads. In Tallahassee it 
was said that a good part of the city fund designated for 
paving would have to be used to restore streets to their 
previous unpaved but passable condition. The State Road 
Department has had to construct several Bailey bridges 
to span blowouts at existing crossings. 

A detailed survey of the flood damage to State Main¬ 
tained roads is now being made by Mr. Frank Webb of 
the Department’s Construction Diyision to determine 
the cost of repairing the damage and restoring the high¬ 
ways. The Department plans to request a grant of spe¬ 
cial federal storm damage funds to assist in replacements. 
In support of this request pictures of the actual damage 
are being made by SRD photographer A. Wade Blake.

Restoration of Vehicle Ramp to Jack¬ 
sonville Beaches. The destroyed ocean- 
front ramp at the foot of Atlantic Bou¬ 
levard, Neptune Beach, will be recon¬ 
structed by the State Road Department 
before the summer season begins. The 
work will be financed by surplus gaso¬ 
line tax funds allocated to Duval Coun¬ 
ty although the County will probably 
be asked to defray the cost of design¬ 
ing the new ramp out of its funds bud¬ 
geted for road and bridge maintenance 
and repair. 

• 

Carrying Coal to Newcastle? Chair¬ 
man John Prince of the Palm Beach 
County Commission recently had oc¬ 
casion for a big chuckle at the expense 
of Manatee County. Manatee County 
was looking for a manatee, or sea cow, 
to use in a county celebration and Rep¬ 
resentative Walter S. Hardin wired the 
Palm Beach official for permission to 
try and catch one of the “critters” in 
their waters. Since it is against the 
law to catch manatees the State Con¬ 
servation Commission had to grant per¬ 
mission for the hunt providing Palm 
Beach County also acceded and so with 
the cooperation of Marineland Studios, 
whose sea-going cowboys know all about 
“herding” manatees, the hunt was on. 
“Imagine,” smiled Chairman Prince, 
“Manatee County coming to Palm Beach 
County to catch a manatee, for which 
that county is named.” 

• 

New County Building for Pinellas 
County. A new county building to be 
located in St. Petersburg was assured 
following a special session of the coun¬ 
ty commissioners when final approval 
of resolutions for the issuance of reve¬ 
nue certificates to finance the new 
county building was given. 

• 

Water Control Plan Advanced by 
Broward County. The Broward County 
Commission has approved a resolution 
requesting a federal emergency grant 
of $250,000 for the construction of a 
dike along the 40-41 range line north 
from North New River canal to the 
Hillsboro canal, the barrier being sought 
as a flood measure. Members of the 


Florida congressional delegation have 
promised aid for the grant and the army 
engineers have indicated they would 
approve it since the dike will fit into 
the plans for flood control and water 
conservation for all of South Florida 
which were recently prepared by army 
engineers. 

• 

More Water Control—Broward and 
Dade Counties. County road forces have 
begun work that will strengthen the en¬ 
tire Dade-Broward levee which is still 
holding back a head of water in the 
Everglades from last year’s flood. Be¬ 
tween now and July 1, the county work¬ 
men will move 258,000 cubic yards of 
earth, raising the present dike 12 feet 
above sea level, with a 40-foot base. Ac¬ 
cording to Commissioner Hugh Peters 
the strengthened dike will withstand 
hurricane action and prevent the re¬ 
currence of flood condition:; of last fall. 
He also went on to say that the project 
is being pushed on an emergency basis 
independent of the over-all federal 
flood control program. 

• 

Conner’s Highway, between the East 
Coast and Lake Okeechobee, is again 
open after having been closed since last 
September’s hurricane and floods re¬ 
quired erection of muck dikes atop it. 
The temporary dikes erected have all 
been cleared away and the road com¬ 
pletely resurfaced. 

• 

Mullet Key May Be Large Public 
Recreation Center for Tampa-Pinellas 
Area. A bill has been introduced in the 
U. S. House and Senate which would 
enable Pinellas County to acquire Mul¬ 
let Key. This bill would give Pinellas 
County 800 acres of Gulf and Tampa 
Bay land for development as a public 
recreation center. At Mullet Key there 
are fine white sand beaches and fa¬ 
vorable fishing sites and it is estimated 
that, once constructed, a causeway or 
bridge would open the islands to more 
than 150,000 county residents and tour¬ 
ists. 

Escambia County Will Join in the 
Statewide Air Marker Plan following a 


resolution passed by county commis¬ 
sioners making its portion of the air¬ 
craft registration fees available for this 
purpose. According to the State Im¬ 
provement Commission, the program 
planned throughout the state requires 
that counties included must allocate 
their share of receipts from the aircraft 
registration fees of the county to the 
state aeronautics fund to be used for 
this purpose. The state and federal 
governments will match the county 
funds. 

• 

Santa Rosa County Commissioner 
Vick Howe of Bagdad, who suffered a 
heart attack several weeks ago, is re¬ 
ported to be up and feeling fine again 
although he will have to remain quiet 
for some time yet. 

• 

Lake County Grass Nursery Produces 
Beef But No “Beefing”. The Lake Coun¬ 
ty owned Coastal Bermuda grass nur¬ 
sery opened the middle of April for its 
fourth season. Planted in July of 1944 
to be an aid to cattlemen and dairy¬ 
men in securing planting material for 
use in establishing permanent pastures, 
the nursery has been a great contribu¬ 
tor in the development of the county’s 
growing beef and dairy industry. Since 
July, 1945 when distribution of the 
grass from the nursery commenced, 
several thousands of bushels of the 
grass planting material have been re¬ 
moved from the nursery by approxi¬ 
mately 100 different cattlemen and 
dairymen, and used to establish an esti¬ 
mated 3000 acres of permanent pastures 
in Lake County. Cattlemen and dairy¬ 
men are highly complimentary of the 
county commissioners for their progres¬ 
sive attitude in the pasture development 
work. 

• 

It’s Flood Problems from Suwannee. 

Suwannee County Commissioners have 
initiated a program which promises to 
bring relief for flood victims along the 
Suwannee River. The Board of Com¬ 
missioners supported the appointment 
of a committee through which to clear 
their requests for aid. At the initial 
meeting the overall problem of imme- 
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diate relief, farm refinance and road 
repair was discussed by the Commis¬ 
sioners. An appeal to the Florida dele¬ 
gation in Washington, several Federal 
agencies and the Governor for aid and 
assistance has brought a definite prom¬ 
ise of help. County officials expressed 
the opinion that a budget, the like of 
which this county never heard of be¬ 
fore, will be required to repair and re¬ 
build the county’s roads. Through the 
request of local officials, it is under¬ 
stood that officials of other counties 
affected by the Suwannee flood are 
making an appeal for the same type of 
aid that has been asked by this coun¬ 
ty’s officials. 

• 

To Jackson County. County officials 
have appealed to Federal authorities in 
bringing relief from flood conditions 
which left roads impassable and pol¬ 
luted streams and wells a menace to 
health. Acting with commendable speed 
the Federal authorities sent two health 
and one road engineer to survey the 
damages. 

• 

Postwar Progress Assured in Pinellas 
County. Pinellas County now has avail¬ 
able and earmarked in its two post-war 
funds approximately $186,000 according 
to a detailed report made to county 
commissioners recently by Clerk Ray E. 
Green. The first fund known as Post- 
War Projects fund was made up from 
surpluses left over at the end of each 
fiscal year plus transfers from tax levy 
funds. The other, known as the Eco¬ 
nomic Planning and Post-War Projects 
fund was made up from a tax levy dur¬ 
ing the year 1945-46, plus delinquent 
personal taxes. 

• 

The Orange County Commissioners 
have begun work of straightening and 
widening Fairbanks Avenue from Or¬ 
lando Avenue to Fairvilla. It is hoped 
that the realigned road, with a width 
of 24 feet, will relieve Orange Avenue 
of some of the heavy traffic. 

• 

Dade County’s $100,000,000 Air Depot. 

With the acquisition of $19,000,000 
worth of personal property for the Mi¬ 
ami Air Depot, Dade County Commis¬ 
sioner Chas. H. Crandon sees it as “the 
finest airport in the world.” The per¬ 
sonal property transfer followed trans¬ 
fer of the airport’s engine overhaul 
and repair facilities in January and the 
lands and buildings in March. The to¬ 
tal value of the property thus acquired 
is estimated at $100,000,000, which far 
exceeds the $46,000,000 Crandon says 
was the amount of taxpayers’ funds 
spent for La Guardia Field in New 
York.

FIRST FEDERAL HOSPITAL 
AID CHECK TO BE 
DELIVERED MAY 8 

Governor Millard Caldwell and 
Leonard A. Scheele, Surgeon General 
of the United States, will play the 
principal roles in a significant cere¬ 
mony to be held in Live Oak on 
May 8. 

The first check to be issued by the 
United States Government in its pro¬ 
gram of aiding in construction of 
community hospitals and health cen¬ 
ters will be presented for the benefit 
of the Suwannee County Hospital. 

The ceremony, scheduled to take 
place about noon, will involve a triple 
play. The federal check will be pre¬ 
sented by General Scheele, represent¬ 
ing the U. S. Public Health Service, 
to Governor Caldwell who will accept 
it as Chairman of the Florida Im¬ 
provement Commission. State Comp¬ 
troller C. M. Gay will in turn hand 
over a state warrant, in an amount 
equal to the federal check, to the 
representative of the Suwannee Coun¬ 
ty Hospital. 

The Federal Hospital Survey and 
Construction Act instituted a five- 
year program of Federal assistance 
in the building of needed hospital fa¬ 
cilities in all States. The Act carries 
an annual appropriation of $75,000,- 
000 of which Florida's share is 
$1,465,375. A State Hospital Advis¬ 
ory Council, of which Dr. W. C. 
Payne of Pensacola is Chairman, 
gives advice to the Improvement 
Commission on the hospital needs of 
the State. The State Improvement 
Commission was appointed as the 
State Agency to make a survey of 
existing hospital facilities, and form¬ 
ulate a State Plan which would take 
into account all the variables of pop¬ 
ulation and needs for hospitals in 
the different parts of the State. This 
Plan was approved by the Surgeon 
General last fall, being the twelfth 
State Plan to be approved. Since 
then the construction phase of the 
program has advanced rapidly and 
at the present time we have in Flor¬ 
ida three hospitals under construc¬ 
tion which receive Federal aid and 


tentative approval has been given by 
the State Improvement Commission 
and the U. S. Public Health Service 
for grants to six other hospitals which 
have not yet gone into construction. 

It is particularly appropriate that 
the first check in the nation should 
go to the Suwannee County Hospital, 
as the aim of the program is to pro¬ 
vide hospital facilities in small com¬ 


munities and up to the present time 
Suwannee County has had no hos¬ 
pital.

TO STATE IMPROVEMENT 
COMMISSION 

The Board gave consideration to the request 
from the State Improvement Commission, as 
contained in letter of March 19 from William 
C. Lazarus, State Aviation Supervisor, that the 
State Road Department transfer its title to the 
Venice Airport to the State Improvement Com¬ 
mission, in order that the said airport may be 
offered by said Commission for lease for opera¬ 
tion and maintenance as an airport.

Carleton, the Board approved this request and 
authorized the Chairman to effect such transfer 
of title. 

COURTNEY CAMPBELL PARKWAY— 
PART OF ROAD 60 RELATING 
TO SECTION 1014 

On motion of Mr. Campbell, seconded by Mr. 
Fultz, the following resolution was adopted: 

WHEREAS, that portion of State Road 60 (for¬ 
merly known as State Road 595), Section 1014, 
commonly known as “Courtney Campbell Park¬ 
way”, and extending easterly from the Hills- 
borough-Pinellas County Line to P. I. Station 
517 -f- 86.98 on the easterly shore of Old Tampa 
Bay in Government Lot 1, Section 12 and Gov¬ 
ernment Lot 6 , Section 13, Township 29 South, 
Range 17 East in Hillsborough County, carries 
a large volume of through traffic, is a scenic 
drive, along which has been established park¬ 
ways, wayside park facilities and public recre¬ 
ation areas which are used and enjoyed by large 
numbers of people daily; and 

WHEREAS, it is necessary for the safety of 
traffic, highway maintenance, improvement and 
acceleration of transportation and the most ef¬ 
fective utilization of said highway, parkways, 
scenic drives and roadside facilities, and for the 
public safety and convenience, that a wide mar¬ 
ginal area outside the traffic lanes of said 
section of said highway for off-highway parking, 
for protection and maintenance of the slopes of 
the causeway extending in adjacent waters and 
the safe utilization of the recreational facilities, 
wayside parks, picnic tables, benches, fishing 
facilities, beaches and other recreational facili¬ 
ties as well as for further highway improvements, 
additional traffic lanes and parking facilities, be 
obtained and acquired as additional right of way 
for said portion of said State Road 60; and 

WHEREAS, it is the judgment of the State 
Road Department of Florida that the right of 
way for said portion of said Road 60 should be 
at least 300 feet wide and should extend 150 feet 
on either side of the centerline of same; and 

WHEREAS, the State Road Department of 
Florida by resolution adopted on November 17, 
1947, created and established said State Road 
aforesaid as a limited access facility from the 
westerly shore of Old Tampa Bay, in Section 16, 
Township 29 South, Range 16 East, in Pinellas 
County to the easterly shore of Old Tampa Bay 
in Sections 12 and 13, Township 29 South, Range 
17 East in Hillsborough County, pursuant to the 
provisions of Chapter 348, Florida Statutes, 1941, 
Cumulative Supplement, but it is deemed proper 
and necessary in the public interest that said 
resolution of November 17, 1947 be modified, as 
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hereinafter provided, with respect to Section 
1014 of said State Road 60, same being that 
portion of said State Road 60 lying East of 
Pinellas-Hillsborough County line and extending 
to Memorial Highway in Hillsborough County, 
Florida. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED by the 
State Road Department of Florida that it finds 
the matters and things recited in the preamble 
hereof to be true; that it finds it to be prac¬ 
ticable and to the best interest of the State to 
widen the right of way of said portion of Section 
1014 of said State Road 60 described in the 
first paragraph of the preamble hereto, to 300 
feet, viz: 150 feet on either side of the center- 
line thereof, and that such widening of said 
right of way is necessary for the public use, 
convenience and safety. 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED by the State 
Road Department of Florida that it hereby ap¬ 
proves and adopts the location and survey map 
covering said portion of said Section 1014 of 
said State Road 60, as prepared by the State 
Highway Engineer, and certified as of March 
24, 1948, copy of which, certified to by the Sec¬ 
retary and the Chairman of the Department, 
is ordered and directed to be filed in the 
office of the Clerk of the Circuit Court of Hills- 
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borough County, Florida, and recorded. 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED that it is the 
judgment of the State Road Department of Flor¬ 
ida that it is necessary that additional right of 
way to widen said State Road 60 be acquired in 
fee simple, and that fee simple title be acquired 
to those areas within the right of way as pres¬ 
ently existing and In which the Department now 
holds perpetual easement. 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED that said resolu¬ 
tion of November 17, 1947 hereinabove referred 
to be, and the same is hereby amended by and 
to the extent that said Section 1014 of said 
State Road 60 be excluded from the limited ac¬ 
cess facility established and created by said 
resolution, and that said resolution insofar only 
as it affects said portion of said Section 1014 be, 
and the same is hereby vacated. 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED that said County 
be, and it is hereby authorized and requested, 
at its own expense, in its name, by its Com¬ 
missioners, to secure by gift, purchase or con¬ 
demnation, the lands necessary for the right of 
way for said portion of said Section 1014 of said 
State Road 60, together with any and all ease¬ 
ments for drainage ditches and borrow pits that 
may hereafter be found and determined neces¬ 
sary in the construction or reconstruction and 
maintenance of said portion of said Section, and 
to convey the same to the State of Florida, free 
of encumbrances, and 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED that in the event 
the County agrees to secure the right of way for 
the roadbed, ditches and borrow pits for said 
portion of said Section, that the Chairman and 
the Secretary of the Department are hereby au¬ 
thorized to execute for the Department the 
usual right of way contract with the County.

ELECTRIC POWER FOR BRIDGE SPAN 
AT WHITE CITY, GULF COUNTY 

On motion of Mr. Campbell, seconded by Mr.

WHEREAS, the State Road Department has 
recently constructed a lift type span bridge 
across the Intracoastal Waterway at White City 
in Gulf County, Florida; and 
WHEREAS, the operation of said lift type 
span will require a 20 horsepower motor operated

City industrial power facilities for the purpose 
of operating said lift span the cost to the De¬

COMMENDATION OF WALTER M. 
PARKER 

On motion of Mr. Campbell, seconded by Mr. 
Carleton, the following resolution was adopted: 

WHEREAS, Walter M. Parker, State Road De¬ 
partment Division Engineer of Research and Rec¬ 
ords, has made intensive studies of traffic con¬ 
ditions and needs in the cities of Jacksonville 
and Tampa, Florida, and has prepared and pre¬ 
sented to this Board, in readily understandable 
form, analyses of the two situations with his 
recommendations for the logical solutions thereof, 
NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED that 
the Members of this Board recognize the re¬ 
markable ability of Mr. Parker to conduct such 
studies and his comprehensive grasp of the traf¬ 
fic needs and problems of municipal areas, and 
commend him on this outstanding accomplish¬ 
ment as evidenced in the preparation for this 
Department and the cities of Jacksonville and 
Tampa the proposed master plans for Inter¬ 
state Highways in those respective areas. 

EXCHANGE OF LANDS ON LOWER 
MATECUMBE KEY 

Mr. M. Lewis Hall appeared before the Board 
in connection with an exchange of certain 
lands on Lower Matecumbe Key between J. A. 
Davis and Sarah V. Davis, his wife, and M. 
Lewis Hall and Mary Frances Hall, his wife, 
which had heretofore been the subject of dis¬ 
cussion. It was pointed out that these parties 
owned certain lands along State Road No. 5, for¬ 
merly Road 4-A, which were needed by the De¬ 
partment for right of way purposes, and that 
the Department owned certain lands that were 
not needed for right of way purposes, and that 
an exchange had previously been agreed to and 
the deeds for the purpose of consummating such 
exchange had been prepared but had never 
been executed because an agreement had never 
been reached with reference to the wording of a 
Revocable License which the Department was to 
execute covering the lands hereinafter described. 
Discussion followed. 

On motion of Mr. Fultz, seconded by Mr. 
Campbell, the State Road Department of Florida 
adopted a resolution as follows: 

WHEREAS, it appears that it is to the advan¬ 
tage of the Department to acquire by deed from 
J. A. Davis and Sarah V. Davis, his wife, and 
M. Lewis Hall and Mary Frances Hall, his wife, 
the following described property, situate in Mon¬ 
roe County, Florida, and more particularly de¬ 
scribed as: 

A strip or parcel of land which lies 100 feet 
to the Northerly and 50 feet to the Southerly 
of a survey line described as beginning on 
the West line of Section 22, Township 64 
South, Range 36 East at a point 755.81 feet 
Southerly from the Northwest corner of 
said Section 22 and running Northeasterly, 
from a tangent bearing of North 61° 29' 03" 
East, along the arc of a curve concave to 
the Northerly and having a radius of 2864.93 
feet, a distance of 800.17 feet to the point 
of tangency of said curve; thence north 
45° 28' 48" East 6558.18 feet to the East line 
of Section 15, Township 64 South, Range 36 
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Department, that the flowers, shrubs and trees 
planted thereon shall belong to the licensees and 
which shall be removed upon revocation of said 
license, that a fence for protective purposes may 
be erected subject to the approval of the De¬ 
partment as to the location and character of such 
fence, and that the said license shall be re¬ 
vocable at any time the Department needs the 
same for highway or related purposes, and that 
the license shall be subject to the existing per¬ 
mits and future permits to all public utilities and 
public service purposes; and providing further 
that thirty days notice of revocation of said 
license shall be given, within which time li¬ 
censees shall remove all flowers, plants, shrubs, 
trees and fences, or other thing growing thereon 
or situated thereon, except that in case of an 
emergency such thirty days notice need not be 
given, and further reserving to the Department 
the right to enter upon said lands, or any part 
thereof, at any time for any purpose, and that 
the Department shall not be liable for any 
claims for damage that may be done to any 
such flowers, plants, shrubs, trees, fences, or 
other thing by reason of such entry and carry¬ 
ing out of any work thereon by the Department 
or any of its agents, servants or employees, 
and further providing that no building or struc¬ 
ture shall be erected upon said land, other than 
a fence. 

DELEGATIONS AND REQUESTS 
Road 94 Collier County 

Mr. Ed. Scott, Clerk, representing the Board 
of County Commissioners of Collier County, 
spoke of the loop road at 40-Mile Bend on the 
Tamiami Trail, which the Department closed 
last Fall on recommendation of the Wildlife Of¬ 
ficer of the State Gapie Department, to protect 
the game during the period of high water. Mr. 
Scott asked the Department to have the logs 
removed from the road, since it is a scenic drive 
where thousands of wild orchids grow. He 
called attention to one bridge from which the 
decking was removed, and asked that this be 
restored. 

On motion of Mr. Fultz, seconded by Mr. 
Carleton, the Division Engineer was instructed 
to consult the Game Department regarding the 
opening of the road, and that if such approval 
is given by the Game Department, the road 
shall be made passable for those who desire to 
drive over it, but not to be opened for through 
traffic. 

Dade County 

Dade County’s delegation included County Com¬ 
missioner Hugh Peters, Attorney Fred Cason and 
County Engineer Earl Rader, who were joined by 
the following groups: From Miami—R. G. Dan¬ 
ner, City Manager, O. P. Hart, Asst. City Man¬ 
ager, Earl J. Reeder, Director of Miami Traffic 
and Transportation Department, Raymond A. 
Williams, City Engineer and Director of Public 
Service, and Thomas E. Grady, Manager of the 
Greater Miami Traffic Association; from Miami 
Beach—D. Lee Powell, City Councilman, and M. 
N. Lipp, City Engineer. Robert C. Graham, Fred 
Zurwell and J. Julien Southerland were also 
present in interest of the Bal Harbour section. 

O. D. Survey for Greater Miami Area 

Requests were filed from the City of Miami, 
City of Miami Beach, City of Coral Gables, the 
Greater Miami Traffic Association, and the Dade 
County Commissioners, that the Road Depart¬ 
ment have an Origin and Destination Traffic 
Survey made of the Greater Miami Area, com¬ 
parable with the comprehensive studies already 
made of the Jacksonville and Tampa areas, in¬ 
cluding proposed plans for the interstate high¬ 
way system in said cities. Mr. Hart, from Mi¬ 
ami, and Mr. Peters, from Dade County, spoke 
in behalf of this request. 

On motion of Mr. Fultz, seconded by Mr.

Carleton, the Board agreed to expand the traffic 
survey planned for Miami and Miami Beach to 
include all of the Greater Miami area. 

Mr. Peters made the following requests: 

(1) That the Department give consideration 
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to 36th Street between Miami Canal and 
U. S. 1, for any future expansion they 
could see fit to put in there. 

(2) He spoke in behalf of 79th Street from the 
west end of North Bay Causeway to Hia¬ 
leah, designated as a state road, stressing 
the section from 7th Avenue east to the 
business section. 

In speaking of N.W. 7th Avenue he 
stated this area has very bad traffic con¬ 
ditions, including a bad bridge. He asked 
that the right of way be reduced from 
100 feet to 70 or 80 feet, because of the 
excessive cost of 100 feet, and said he be¬ 
lieved an 80-foot right of way could be 
secured. 

The maps filed by Mr. Peters covering 36th, 
N.W. 79th Street, and N.W. 7th Avenue were 
turned over to Division Engineer Watson for 
study. 

Survey to Be Made for 1949 

On motion by Mr. Fultz, seconded by Mr. 
Campbell, the Board agreed to have made a 
thorough study of the above maps, including 
the necessary survey, looking toward getting 
these projects ready to be incorporated in the 
1949 program. 

Mr. Peters also requested consideration of 
future widening and improving of 54th Street 
from State Road No. 1 west into Hialeah. 

Mr. Cason gave a report of progress in se¬ 
curing the right of way for Road 9, stating 
that instead of the 60 parcels first estimated 1o 
be secured, it was now found that there would 
be about 110, and there had been some delay 
in obtaining appraisals and in making contacts 
with the land owners. He advised that they 
would be ready to file condemnation suits within 
a week after all information has been obtained. 
Mr. Rader assured the Board that they would 
try very hard to have everything in shape to 
file the suits within two weeks from date, and 
not later than April 15th. 

Mr. Peters asked the Road Board to permit 
Dade County to have the salvage material from 
the old Sunny Isles Drive Bridge across the 
inland waterway. 

Old Sunny Isle Bridge Given to Dade 
County 

On motion of Mr. Fultz, seconded by Mr. 
Carleton, the Board agreed that the old Sunny 
Isle Bridge be given to Dade County, the County 
to remove this material from the site after this 
old bridge has been dismantled, as per the con¬ 
tract for the construction of the new bridge. 

Right of Way at Baker's Haulover 

Mr. Fultz brought up the matter of additional 
right of way at Baker’s Haulover, needed for a 
proper approach to Bal Harbour. Mr. Graham, 
representing the company developing this prop¬ 
erty, stated they had spent more than a million 
dollars in the Bal Harbour development, and 
that they could give a deed to the right of way 
through a part of the property, but where it 
had been sold to others they could furnish 
only an easement. 

On motion of Mr. Fultz, seconded by Mr. 
Campbell, the Board agreed that the Chairman, 
the State Highway Engineer, and the Division 
Engineer in the Fourth Division should serve 
as a committee to review the Bal Harbour prop¬ 


erty and try to work out some arrangement 
that would be satisfactory to all. 

Inspection Tour of City Traffic 

Mr. Peters and Mr. Rader extended an invi¬ 
tation from the County Commissioners and from 
the City delegation for the Board to accom¬ 
pany them on an inspection tour of traffic con¬ 
ditions throughout the Greater Miami area. The 
invitation was accepted and the drive made by 
all Members of the Board and the engineers 
present at the meeting. 

Martin County 

(See St. Lucie) 

Okeechobee County 

Rep. W. J. Henry, C. E. Drawdy, Chairman of 
the Board of County Commissioners, and C. R. 
Boyles, County Agent, were present from Okee¬ 
chobee County. 

Mr. Hendry thanked the Board for all the 
Department has done for his county this past 
year, and spoke especially of Taylor’s Creek 
Bridge and the signal light. He requested a re¬ 
tread job on old Road 8, now Road 70, from the 
Kissimmee River Bridge to the St. Lucie County 
line, stating it was torn up in places. He also 
asked that this road be widened through the 
city of Okeechobee, with curb and gutter con¬ 
struction. Speaking of Road 710 from Okee¬ 
chobee to Indian Town, he stated that when the 
present plans are completed there would be left 
a gap in this road at Old Sherman which he 
requested to be constructed along with the other 
work or after it is done. 

Both Mr. Hendry and Mr. Boyles spoke in be¬ 
half of the paving of the road to the farmer’s 
market, stating it is a non-profit cooperative 
association. The delegation was advised that the 
Department did not feel justified in building 
this road at this time unless the facility was 
designated a state market, when building of the 
road would become mandatory on the Road 
Department. 

Mr. Drawdy advised they had all the deeds 
for the right of way on the roads to be fi¬ 
nanced through the State Improvement Com¬ 
mission, and spoke especially in behalf of the 
Fort Bassenger Road. He was advised to get 
the County Commissioners to pass a resolution 
requesting the construction of Road 70, and it 
could be considered for inclusion in the 1949 
budget. 

Palm Beach County 

County Commissioner A. A. Poston, Mayor J. 
D. Gedney of Manalapan, and George Brock¬ 
way were present from Palm Beach County. 

R/W for Road A1A Through Manalapan 

Mr. Gedney filed a resolution adopted by the 
Town Commission of Manalapan on March 13, 
1948, agreeing to meet the requirements of the 
Road Department as set out in resolutions adopt¬ 
ed by the latter on November 17, 1947 and 
March 8, 1948 relating to change of alignment 
through the said Town of Manalapan at request 
of the said town. The Road Board examined 
the resolution filed by Mr. Gedney and, on 
motion of Mr. Fultz, seconded by Mr. Carleton, 
agreed to accept same as agreement from the 
Town of Manalapan to comply with the De¬ 
partment’s terms, and authorized acquisition of 
the requested right of way to proceed. 


Connections to Road 9—Riviera and 
West Palm Beach 

Mr. Poston filed letters from the City Plan¬ 
ning Board and the City Manager of West Palm 
Beach asking that access roads from State Road 
9 ♦be provided into West Palm Beach on Okee¬ 
chobee Road, Belvedere Road, Southern Boule¬ 
vard, on a right of way of 80 feet established 
by the City, and for the northern or principal 
access road into the city on 59th Street, with the 
understanding that the County Commissioners 
would provide sufficient additional land to 
bring this latter up to a width of 147 feet. 

Mr. Poston filed a map showing alignment and 
right of way for an access road along Penn¬ 
sylvania Street to Riviera Beach, with branch 
therefrom along 59th Street into West Palm 
Beach, each 150 feet in width and 300 feet at 
its intersection with Road 9. On motion of Mr. 
Fultz, seconded by Mr. Campbell, the Board 
approved the route as shown on the map filed 
by Mr. Poston, subject to final approval by the 
Public Roads Administration, and recommended 
that the survey of the Division of Research and 
Records be tied into this route. 

Streets Forming Connecting Links for 
Road 5 

Mr. Poston filed a resolution from the West 
Palm Beach City Commission asking that 24th 
and 25th Streets in said city be designated and 
maintained as connecting links in State Road 5. 

On motion of Mr. Fultz, seconded by Mr. Carle¬ 
ton, the Board voted to take over for mainte¬ 
nance 24th and 25th Streets between Broadway 
Avenue on the west and Poinsettia Avenue on 
the east, both used as one-way streets as tem¬ 
porary connecting links, subject to the approval 
of the Department’s Attorney. 

Monet Bridge 

Mr. Poston requested that the Monet Bridge 
be included in the projects in the proposed con¬ 
struction program in Palm Beach County to be 
financed through the State Improvement Com¬ 
mission. 

Palm Beach County Proposed Program of 
Construction to Be Financed Through 
State Improvement Commission 

On motion of Mr. Fultz, seconded by Mr. 
Campbell, the following resolution was adopted: 

BE IT RESOLVED that this Department have 
a complete study made of the projects which 
may be included in the proposed road construc¬ 
tion program in Palm Beach County to be fi¬ 
nanced through the State Improvement Com¬ 
mission, including their eligibility, cost esti¬ 
mates, and the amount of funds available through 
this source. 

St. Lucie County 

Chairman D. J. Wilcox and Lane H. Jennings, 
Member, of the Board of County Commissioners, 
and D. C. Smith, County Attorney, were present 
from St. Lucie County. 

Mr. Smith filed resolutions from the Board 
of County Commissioners of St. Lucie County 
asking the Department to take some action to 
prevent erosion along the Indian River Drive 
from Fort Pierce in St. Lucie County south to 
Jensen in Martin County. 

A resolution from the County Commissioners 
of Martin County made the same request. Mr. 
Smith was advised that Maintenance Engineer 
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Kratzert is now making a study of this situ¬ 
ation, in an effort to determine just what can 
be done. 

Mr. Smith filed a resolution from the County 
Commissioners of St. Lucie County asking that 
a survey be made of the south portion of Road 
AlA in St. Lucie County, from the Fort Pierce 
inlet south to the Martin County line. 

On motion of Mr. Fultz, seconded by Mr. 
Carleton, this survey was authorized to be made 
as soon as a survey party becomes available. 

ADVANCE OF FUNDS TO ORANGE 
COUNTY FOR R/W ROAD 50 

On motion of Mr. Carleton, seconded by Mr. 
Campbell, the following resolution was adopted: 

WHEREAS Orange County is unable to pro¬ 
vide the necessary funds to acquire the right 
of way for Section 7506, State Road No. 50, and 
has by resolution of its Board of County Com¬ 
missioners made application to this Department 
for an advance of funds therefor, under the De¬ 
partment’s general policy covering advance of 
funds for primary federal aid roads, and it is 
deemed to be in the best interest of the state to 
advance state road funds for such purpose, the 
amount to be determined by appraisals to be fur¬ 
nished by said County. 

BE IT RESOLVED that the Chairman and 
Secretary of the Department execute on behalf 
of the Department an agreement with Orange 
County carrying into effect the provisions of this 
resolution. 

REQUEST FOR FURTHER RELEASE OF 
RIGHT OF WAY DENIED LOT 1, 
BLOCK 1, NEW PALM BEACH 
HEIGHTS 

The Chairman advised the Board that W. A. 
Bounds, Inc., had made request through their 
attorney, Senator John R. Beacham, that the 
Department release all the right of way reserva¬ 
tion in Lot 1, Block 1 New Palm Beach Heights 
on both sides of Road 5 instead of just on the 
west side, as granted on December 8. The Mem¬ 
bers felt that all of the right of way on the 
east side should be retained, and on motion of 
Mr. Fultz, seconded by Mr. Campbell, the Board 
voted to sustain its former action and to deny 
the request for release of any part of the lot on 
the east side of State Road 5. 

RECESS TO MEET AT PIGEON KEY 

At this point the Board recessed to meet 
later at Pigeon Key, and there resumed con¬ 
sideration of matters before them. 

PROPOSED MASTER PLAN FOR 
OVERSEAS PARKWAY 

Further consideration was given to the master 
plan for the Overseas Parkway as submitted 
by the Florida Forestry and Park Service, and 
after some discussion it was decided that fur¬ 
ther details should be received from the Di¬ 
rector of State Parks before the Road Depart¬ 
ment could approve the proposed plan, so action 
was deferred pending negotiations. 

MATTER OF LEASE OF LAND AD- 
JACENT TO HIGHWAY AP¬ 
PROACH TO KEY WEST 

Mr. Albert J. Mills of Key West appeared 

again with certain requests in connection with 
the proposed lease of a tract of partly sub¬ 

merged land on the right of way of Road 5 
where it approaches Key West. The Members 

agreed that the area to be offered for lease 

could not be enlarged, nor could any material 
be spared from the old railroad bed, so no per¬ 
mission could be granted for the removal of 
any such material; however, Mr. Mills was ad¬ 
vised that the lessee would have riparian rights 
to dredge any necessary fill material from the 
bay side of the leased tract of land. 

Adjournment 

There being nothing before the Board ready 
for action at this time, the meeting was ad¬ 
journed, subject to call of the Chairman.

than 700,000, vehicle miles of high¬ 
way travel in the state expand seven¬ 
teen fold and Department highway 
expenditures grow from half a mil¬ 
lion dollars to $38,000,000 a year. 

He helped in improvement of high¬ 
way construction technique, in rais¬ 
ing design standards to supply great¬ 
er safety, efficiency and economy of 
operation of the traveling public. 

Mr. Cannon’s memory is phenom¬ 
enal and he has been considered the 
information bureau of the Depart¬ 
ment. His ready answers to questions 
encouraged his co-workers to beat a 
path to his door. “Ask Mr. Cannon,” 
was often heard, and nobody hesi¬ 
tated to ask—Chief or Chairman, 
Bridge Engineer or Auditor, clerks, 
draftsmen and stenographers, — all 
sought information of various kinds. 

Information usually available only 
from written records in office cabi¬ 
nets and drawers; he kept filed in his 
mind and could readily supply ac¬ 
curate data on the location, time of 
survey, construction, builder, type 


and cost of any road in the State. 

Mr. Cannon served always in a 
responsible position, beginning as As¬ 
sistant Engineer, and including in 
his positions the offices of Division 
Engineer, and State Maintenance En¬ 
gineer, before his appointment as As¬ 
sistant State Highway Engineer. 

Notwithstanding that his years of 
service with the Road Department 
should have been sufficient to round 
out the life work of any man, Mr. 
Cannon had enjoyed a varied and 
useful career before joining the De¬ 
partment. 

His first work after college was in 
railroad engineering with the Tampa 
and Jacksonville Railroad, but he 
soon entered the employ of the At¬ 
lantic, Okeechobee and Gulf Railroad, 
remaining until 1912. From this spe¬ 
cialized branch of engineering he ac¬ 
quired a background which proved 
especially useful to him in his later 
work with the State Highway De¬ 
partment. Beginning in 1912 he was 
associated with the South Florida En¬ 
gineering Company and subsequently 
owned and operated it for a year. 


For the next three years he was con¬ 
nected with the Southern Investment 
Company of Richmond, Virginia, and 
for two years he engaged in truck 
farming at Gainesville, where his 
father had operated a truck farm. 

Mr. Cannon was born February 
15, 1891, in Alachua County and at¬ 
tended the public schools there. He 
completed his engineering studies at 
the University of Florida. Mr. Can¬ 
non is a Mason, an Elk and a mem¬ 
ber of the Methodist church. He and 
Mrs. Cannon live at 515 E. Georgia 
Street in Tallahassee.
